The facts in tHe case of Na- 
poleon prove the contrary to be 
true. Napoleon contracted a civil 
marriage with Josephine, widow 
of Alexander de Beauharnais, 
March 8th, 1796. It was com- 
monly believed by the Pope and 
people that the marriage had 
been solemnized according to the 
laws of the Church which re- 
quire that the contracting par- 
ties pledge their troth before the 
pastor, or one delegated by him, 


and two witnesses. This law was 


not complied with. 


Napoleon brou. pressure to 
bear upon Pope Pius VIT until 
the latter consented to come to 
Paris for the former’s corona- 
tion on December 2, 1804. 
ephine brought to the Pope's at- 
tention the fact that she and Na- 
poleon were married civilly only. 
Pius VII gave the necessary au- 
thorization to Cardinal Fesch 
who had Napoleon and Josephine 
to pledge their troth, December 
1, 1804, according to the rites of 
the Church. Napoleon tired of 
Josephine and, desiring an heir, 
divorced her. Casting his eyes 
about for a suitable bride, the 
name of Marie Louise of Vienna 
was suggested. The Archbishop 
Vienna inquired about the 
validity of the marriage of Na- 
poleon and Josephine. It is well 
to note here that Pope Pius VII 
though a prisoner of Napoleon, 
had excommunicated him and 
the emperor was loath to appeal 
to the Pope, the rightful one to 
judge the validity of the mar- 
riage. The Pope was not appeal- 
ed to and did not declare the 
marriage invalid. The diocesan 
authorities of Paris did investi- 
gate and because of much gar- 
bled and false testimony deter- 
mined that the marriage of the 
Emperor and Josephine was in- 
‘valid. They gave this decision as 
they said, because of “the diffi- 
culty in the way of having re- 
‘course to the visible head of the

EVERYBODY WELCOME. 

The movement towards Community social work, which 
had its beginning some twenty years ago, received a marked 
impetus during the recent war, and bids fair now to become 
an important part of our national! civic life. Within the last 
decade such organizations as the Y. M. C. A. have spread 
from the larger cities into even the towns; the term “Com- 
munity Center” no longer sounds strangely in American ears. 
Why should it, when we recal) that “In Union there is 
Strength” is one of the basic doctrines of our Republic. What- 
ever may be said about other forms of centralization, there 
seems to be no dotibt that the combination of educational and 
social groups into larger, and therefore more powerful and 
more efficient, units is a desirable thing. 

Catholics may well learn a lesson from this modern ten- 
dency towards concentration. There is discernable, among 
our Catholic people, an awakened interest in social activity, 
and it is tending, as is quite natural, towards a closer draw- 
ing together of various neighborhood and parish groups. 
Especially is this true in the large cities, where the need of 
general and central social facilities is already making itself 
practically felt in the erection of Catholic social centers and 
club houses, just as the recognition of the increased efficiency 
of combined educational effort has resulted in central High 
Schools. I venture to say that this tendency is at least felt, 
if it is not being practically recognized, even in cities which 
are blessed with only two or three parishes. 

There can be no doubt that this drift towards centralized 
social activity is a recognition of the opening which today 
exists for Catholics to take a more active part than ever be- 
fore in the social) welfare and upbuilding of our civic life. 
Hitherto the Church has had to secure a foothold in a land 
often aggressively hostile; to erect churches and schools to 
care for her increasing constituency; to bend every effort 
towards carrying on the work for souls which her Divine 
Founder entrusted to her. But today the Catholic Church 
has arrived; she holds a secure position in the life of the 
American people; she has magnificent buildings, both for 
worship and education, and, |} also for the social im- 
provement of her own people. ‘he time has come when she 
may take her place for good in the betterment of civic life. 
The Catholic Community Cente? is an excellent idea. But why 
not carry it further. The contact Catholics with non- 
Catholics during the war has done a great deal towards 
breaking down the walls of misunderstanding which un- 
doubtedly existed before. ‘To the Knights of Columbus, in 
their war work, at home in the camps, and overseas, belongs 
the everlasting credit for this new understanding of Catholics 
which has begun to permeate the country. If the K. C. hut 
was preferred, by non-Catholics, to the Y.M.C.A. hut. itwas 
because the K. C. hut furnished everything that the Y. M. C. 
A. offered, and did not insist on administering a dose of re- 
ligion along with it. The idea is too good to be allowed to 
perish now that the war is over. Certainly if groups of non- 
Catholics, like the Y. M. C. A., can purvey clean amusement, 
athletic facilities, and wholesome ciub life, to groups of 
young men, which include a goodly propertion of Catholics, 
and do it in spite of the fact that many of the members care 
nothing for the religious admixture and the. straight-laced 
regulations; surely if the “Y” can grow and prosper, similar 
institutions, under Catholic auspices, but open to ALL young 
men, regardless of creed, and making no effort to proselytize, 
could be not enly successful, but of incalculable value in the 
lives of young America, and go a long way towards removing 
the last vestige of prejudice from the American mind. And 
it is not at all likely that such club houses, giving equal facili- 
ties, or better, than those now offered by non-Catholics, plus 
the really manly atmosphere of normal! religion, which does 
not seek to force itself upon those who come merely for the 
social or athletic advantages of the place, would lack sup- 
port from the genera! public. If the Knights of Columbus 
can ultilize this idea, they are welcome to it. It might be 
combined with their educational work, with their usual social 
work, as well as with other local or parish activities, by the 
simple expedient of admitting non-Catholics to such “‘asso- 
ciate membership” as would entitle them to the use of the 
gymnasium, swimming pool, etc., while the distinctly Cath- 
olic activities carried on in the same building might concern 
them as little, or as much; as they chose to take interest in 

. them.
